PROCEEDINGS  of  the  HOUSE  of  LORDS. 


Tuefday ,  7 th  December ,  1779. 

HE  order  of  the  day  being  read  for  the  Lords  to  he 
fummoned. 

Moved,  That  an  humble  addrefs  be  prefented  to 
his  Majefty,  to  befeech  his  Majefty  to  refiedt  on  the 
manifold  diftrefles  and  difficulties  in  which  this  king¬ 
dom  is  involved,  too  deeply  felt  to  ftand  in  need  of  enumeration. 

To  reprefent,  that  amidft  the  many  and  various  matters  which 
require  reformation,  and  mull;  undergo  correction  before  this 
country  can  rife  fuperior  to  its  powerful  enemies,  the  wafte  of 
public  treafure  requires  inftant  remedy.  That  profufion  is  not 
vigour  ;  and  that  it  is  become  indifpenfibly  neceflary  to  adopt  that 
true  ceconomy,  which  by  reforming  all  ufelefs  expences,  creates 
confidence  in  government,  gives  energy  to  its  exertions,  and  pro¬ 
vides  means  for  that  continuance. 

Humbly  to  fubmit  to  his  Majefty,  that  a  confiderable  reduction 
of  his  Majefty’s  civil  lift  would  be  an  example  well  becoming  his 
Majefty’s  paternal  aftedtion  for  his  people,  and  his  own  dignity, 
could  not  fail  of  difFuftng  its  influence  through  every  department 
of  the  ftate,  and  would  add  true  luftre  to  his  Crown  from  the 
grateful  feelings  of  a  diftreffed  people. 

To  allure  his  Majefty,  that  this  Houfe  will  readily  concur  in 
promoting  fo  defirable  a  purpofe,  and  that  everyone  of  its  Adem- 
bers  will  chearfully  fubmit  to  fuch  redudlion  of  emolument  in  any 
office  he  may  hold,  as  his  Alajefty  in  his  royal  wifdom  may  think 
proper  to  make.

The  order  of  the  day  being  read  for  the  Lords  to  be  fum~ 
moned. 

Moved  to  refolve,  That  the  alarming  addition  annually  making 
to  the  prefent  enormous  national  debt,  under  the  head  of  extra¬ 
ordinaries  incurred  in  the  different  fervices,  requires  immediate 
check  and  controul.  The  increajfing  the  public  expence  beyond 
the  grants  of  Parliament  being  at  all  times  an  invafion  of  the  fun¬ 
damental  rights  of  Parliament,  and  the  utmoft  ceconomy  beincr 
mdifpenfibly  neceffary  in  the  prefent  reduced  and  deplorable  ftate 

of  the  landed  and  mercantile  intereft  of  Great  Britain  and  Ire¬ 
land.

Ordered,  That  the  Lords  be  fummoned  for  Tuefday  the  8th 
of  February  next,  to  take  into  confideration  a  motion.  That  a 
Committee  be  appointed,  confifting  of  Members  of  both  Houfes, 
poffefling  neither  employment  nor  penfion,  to  examine  without 
delay  into  the  public  expenditure,  and  the  mode  of  accounting 
for  the  fame ;  more  particularly  into  the  manner  of  making  all 
contra&s,  and  at  the  fame  time  to  take  into  confideration  what 
favings  can  be  made  confident  with  public  dignity,  juffice,  and 
gratitude,  by  an  abolition  of  old  or  new  created  offices,  or  rever- 
iion  of  offices,  the  duties  of  which  have  either  ceafed,  or  {hall  on 
enquiry  prove  inadequate  to  the  fees  or  other  emoluments  arifing 
therefrom,  or  by  the  reduction  of  fuch  falariesor  other  allowances 
and  profits  as  may  appear  to  be  unreafonable,  that  the  fame  may 
be  applied  to  leffen  the  prefent  ruinous  expenditure,  and  to  enable 
us  to  carry  on  the  prefent  war  againft  the  Houfe  of  Bourbon  with 
that  decifion  and  vigour,  which  can  alone  refult  from  national 
zeal,  confidence,  and  unanimity. 

Thanks  of  the  City  of  London. 

Refolved  unanimoufly,  44  That  this  Court  being  thoroughly 
<c  perfuaded  that  the  ruinous  meafures  which  have  brought  the 
44  landed  and  mercantile  intereff  of  this  country  into  its  prefent 
44  reduced  and  deplorable  fituation,  could  not  have  been  purfued 
44  to  their  aCtual  extremity,  had  it  not  been  for  the  abufe  of  the 
44  prefent  increafed,  enormous,  and  undue  influence  of  the  Crown, 
44  defire  to  return  their  fincere  and  grateful  thanks  to  the  Peers 
44  above-mentioned  for  having  propofed  and  fupported  thofe  mea- 
44  fures  which  tend  fo  effectually  to  fecure  the  conftitution  from 
44  greater  dangers  than  thofe  which  arofe  from  the  powers  which

II. 

PROCEEDINGS  in  the  HOUSE  of  COMMONS. 

Mr.  Burke’s  Speech 

On  Wednefdav  December  15th,  upon  his  giving  Notice  of  his 
intention  to  bring  in  a  bill,  after  the  Chriilmas  recefs,  for  the 
Retrenchment  of  Public  Expenccs ,  and  for  the  better  fecuring  the 
Independence  of  Parliament. 

AFTER  making  fome  obfervations  upon  the  means  which, 
he  conceived,  were  ufed  to  prevent  him  from  engaging  the 
attention  of  the  Houfe  to  this  interefcing  fubject,  he  faid, 

A  general  fenfe  prevails  of  the  profufion  with  which  all  our 
affairs  are  carried  on,  and  with  it  a  general  wifh  for  fome  fort  of 
reformation.  That  defire  for  reformation  operates  every  where, 
except  where  it  ought  to  operate  moil  ftrongly — in  this  Houfe. 
The  propofition  which  has  been  lately  made  by  a  truly  noble 
Duke,  and  thofe  proportions  which  are  this  very  day  making,  in 
the  other  Houfe,  by  a  noble  Lord  of  great  talents,  induftry,  and 
eloquence,  are,' in  my  opinion,  a  reproach  to  us.  To  us  who 
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claim  the  exclufive  management  of  the  public  purfe,  all  interfe¬ 
rence  of  the  Lords,  in  our  peculiar  province,  is  a  reproach.  It 
may  be  fomething  worfe  than  a  reproach  : — for  if  the  Houfe  of 
Lords  fhould  aflame,  or,  if  you  pleafe,  fhould  ufurp,  the  per¬ 
formance  of  a  duty  of  ours  which  we  negletft,  they  will  be  fup- 
ported  in  an  ufurpation  that  is  neceflary  to  the  public.  Privileges 
(even  fuch  privileges  as  ours)  are  loft  by  negledf,  as  well  as  by 
abufe  :  and  whenever  it  becomes  evident,  that  they  are  kept  up  as 
gratifications  of  pride  and  felf-importance,  inftead  of  being  em¬ 
ployed  as  inftruments  of  public  good,  their  (lability  will  be  only 
equal  to  their  value.  Old  parliamentary  forms  and  privileges  are 
no  trifles.  I  very  freely  grant  it.  But  the  nation  calls  for  fome¬ 
thing  more  fubftantial  than  the  very  beft  of  them  :  and  if  form 
and  duty  are  to  be  feparated,  they  will  prefer  the  duty  without 
the  form,  to  the  form  without  the  duty.  If  both  Lords  and 
Commons  fhould  confpire  in  a  negledft  of  duty,  other  ways,  ftill 
more  irregular  than  the  interference  of  the  Lords  may  now  ap¬ 
pear,  will  be  reforted  to  :  for  I  conceive  the  nation  will ,  fome 
Way  or  other,  have  its  bufinefs  done,  or  it  is  a  nation  no  longer. 

It  is  not  only  the  fenfe  and  feeling  of  our  country  that  calls  up¬ 
on  us  ;  the  call  of  our  enemies  is  ftill  louder.  This  is  the  fecond 
year  in  which  France  is  waging  upon  us  the  moft  dreadful  of  all 
wars — a  vcar  of  ceconomy.  Monfieur  Neckar  has  opened  his  fecond 
budget.  In  the  Edicft  of  November  laft,  the  King  of  France 
declares  in  the  preamble,  that  he  has  brought  his  fixed  and  cer¬ 
tain  expences  to  an  equilibrium  with  his  receipt.  In  thofe  fixed 
expences,  he  reckons  an  annual  finking  of  debt.  For  the  additional 
Services  of  the  war,  he  borrows  only  two  millions.  He  borrows 
not  for  perpetuity,  but  for  lives ;  and  not  a  Jingle  tax  is  levied  on 
the  fubjedl  to  fund  this  loan.  The  whole  is  funded  on  ceconomy , 
and  on  improvement  of  the  public  revenue. 

This  fair  appearance,  I  allow,  may  have  fomething  at  bottom, 
which  is  to  be  detracted  from  it.  A  large  unfunded  debt  is  pro¬ 
bably  left.  Be  it  fo.  But  what  is  our  condition  in  refpedt  of 
debts  both  funded  and  unfunded  ?  What  millions  (hall  we  not, 
mull  we  not,  borrow  this  year  ?  What  taxes  are  we  to  lay  for 
funding  thefe  millions  ?  Which  of  our  taxes  already  granted, 
for  thefe  three  years  paft,  are  not  deficient  ?  Not  one,  in  my 
opinion.  We  muft  tax  for  what  is  to  coins ;  we  muft  tax  for 
what  is  ■pafl  j  or  we  (ball  be  at  a  dead  ftand  in  all  the  operations 
of  the  war. 

Are  w.  to  conceal  from  ourfelves,  that  the  omnipotence  of 
ceconomy  alone  has,  from  the  rubbiih,  and  wrecks,  and  frag¬ 
ments  of  the  late  war,  already  created  a  marine  for  France  ?  Are 
we  not  informed,  that  in  the  difpofition  and  array  of  the  refources 
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of  that  country,  there  is  a  referve  not  yet  brought  forward,  very 
little  ftiort  of  an  annual  two  millions  and  an  half,  in  the  war 
taxes?  Againft  this  mafked  battery,  whenever  it  fhall  be  opened 
in  the  conflict  of  finance  between  the  two  nations,  we  have  not 
a  fingle  work  thrown  up  to  cover  us.  We  have  nothing  at  all 
of  the  kind  to  oppofe  to  it.  The  keeping  this  fupply  in  referve 
by  France,  is  the  work  of  oeconomy, — of  ceconomy,  in  a  court 
formerly  the  moft  prodigal,  and  in  an  adminiftration  of  finance 
the  moft  diforderly  and  corrupt.  Abfolute  monarchies  have  been 
ufually  the  feats  of  diflipation  and  profufion  ;  republics,  of  order 
and  good  management.  France  appears  to  be  improved.  On  our 
part — indeed  we  are  not — we  are  not  indeed,  what  we  have 
been.  And,  in  our  prefent  ftate,  if  we  will  not  fubmit  to  be 
taught  by  an  enemy,  we  muft  fubmit  to  be  ruined  by  him. 

On  this  fubjeCt  of  ceconomy,  on  the  other  fide  of  the  Houfe, 
they  have  not  fo  much  as  dropped  a  fingle  exprefiion  ;  they  have 
not  even  thrown  an  oblique  hint,  which  glances  that  way.  A 
very  ingenious  gentleman  of  great  confideration,  connected  with 
Miniftry,  has  publifhed  a  book,  much  of  which  is  on  the  fubject 
of  finance  ;  the  fruit  of  the  throws  and  labour-pangs  of  Miniftry 
to  bring  forth  taxes,  in  order  to  people  the  wafte  they  have  made 
in  the  public  ftock.  This  gentleman  has  ranfacked  every  thing, 
every  thing  at  home  and  abroad,  antient  and  modern,  to  find 
taxes  for  that  length  of  war,  with  the  profpeCt  of  which  he  natters 
his  readers  :  but  though  he  looks  into  every  corner  in  the  courfe 
of  his  inquifitiye  and  learned  refearch,  and  defcends  almoft  to 
thruft  his  nofe  into  the  urine  tubs  of  Vefpafian, — yet  in  all  this 
ftraining  and  ftretchins:  for  revenue,  he  never  has  once  fo  much 
as  thought  of  ceconomy.  It  feems  to  him  a  thing  wholly  out 
of  the  queftion ;  though  the  Dutch  practice,  and  Roman  prin¬ 
ciple,  to  which  he  looks  on  other  cccafions,  might  have  taught 
him  that  old  true  leflbn,  Magnum  vedigal parjimonia. 

The  noble  Lord  in  the  blue  ribbon,  has  been  fo  hard  driven, 
that  he  has  had  recourfe  even  to  the  impracticable  in  taxation. 

^  JL 

Laft  year  he  recommended  the  fcheme  of  a  worthy  member  of 
this  Houfe,  conceived  cn  the  moft  laudable  motives,  though, 
in  my  opinion, -not  well  confidered.  The  fcheme  was  for  railing 
our  fupplies  within  the  vear.  The  noble  Lord  recommended 
that  fcheme — declaring  at  the  fame  time,  that  he  did  not  know  how 
to  put  it  in  practice — He,  the  Minifter  of  Finance  !  It  is  how¬ 
ever  fingular,  that  in  all  his  begettirigs  and  adoptions,  in  all  his 
fchemes,  practicable^  and  impracticable,  he  has  never  once 
dreamt  of  ceconomy. 

In  the  Houfe  of  Lords,  the  firft  propofition  towards  oeconomv, 
by  a  noble  Duke,  was  rejected  by  Minifters ;  and  but  for  one 
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reafon  ;  and  that  juft  the  moft  whimfical  in  the  world — That  it 
would  lower  the  fpirits  of  the  people.  Very  ingenious,  indeed  !  that 
the  (Economical  conduct  of  their  affairs  would  lower  the  fpirits 
of  the  people.  Not  having  any  of  their  Lordfhips  delicate  feel¬ 
ings  in  my  plebeian  conftitution,  I  know  not  what  to  make  of 
this  fort  of  irritability  of  their  fibres.  Such  nervous  fenfations 
are  always  whimfical  and  diftempered.  I  know  that  hypochondria¬ 
cal  people  fvvoon  at  perfumes,  and  are  recreated  by  a  ltench.  But  I 
truft  there  is  ftill  enough  of  health  and  found  fluff  in  the  habits 
of  Englifhmeh  to  relifh  things  according  to  their  genuine  nature 5 
that  they  will  not  take  mortal  offence  at  not  being  taxed  to  the 
quick;  and  that  they  will  rather  be  animated  with  frefh  fpirit 
under  their  burthens,  when  they  know  that  not  a  fhilling  is  laid 
upon  them  beyond  the  abfolute  neceffity  of  the  cafe. 

What  the  Minifters,  whofe  duty  it  is,  and  whofe  place  fur- 
nifhes  them  with  the  belt  means  of  doing  that  duty,  refufeto  do, 
let  us  attempt  to  do  for  them.  Let  us  fupply  our  defe&s  of 
power  by  our  fidelity  and  our  diligence.  It  is  true,  that  we  fhall 
labour  under  great  difficulties  from  the  weight  of  office  ;  and  it  is 
a  weight  that  we  muff  abfolutely  fink  under,  if  we  are  not  fup- 
ported  by  the  people  at  large.  This  Houfe  has  fo  much  fym- 
pathy  with  the  feelings  of  its  conftituents,  that  any  endeavour 
after  reformation,  which  tends  to  weaken  the  influence  of  the 
Court,  will  be  coldly  received  here,  if  it  be  not  very  generally 
and  very  warmly  called  for  out  of  doors.  But  to  offer  is  all  that 
thofe  out  of  power  can  do.  If  the  people  are  not  true  to  them- 
felves,  I  am  very  fure  it  is  not  in  us  to  fave  them. 

I  cannot  help  obferving,  that  the  whole  of  our  grievances  are 
owing  to  the  fatal  and  overgrown  influence  of  the  Crown  ;  and 
that  influence  itfelf  to  our  enormous  prodigality.  They  move 
in  a  circle  ;  they  become  reciprocally  caufe  and  effe<ft,  and  the 
aggregate  product  of  both  is  (welled  to  fuch  a  degree,  that  not 
-  only  our  power  as  a  ftate,  but  every  vital  energy,  every  a&ive 
principle  of  our  liberty  will  be  overlaid  by  it.  To  this  caufe, 
I  attribute  that  nearly  general  indifference  to  all  public  interefls, 
which  for  fome  years  has  aftonilhed  every  man  of  thought  and 
reflection.  Formerly  the  operation  of  the  influence  of  the  Crown 
only  touched  the  higher  orders  of  the  ftate.  It  has  now  inflnuated 
itfelf  into  every  creek  and  cranny  in  the  kingdom.  There  is 
fcarce  a  family  fo  hidden  and  loft  in  the  obfcureft  recedes  of  the 
community,  which  does  not  feel  that  it  has  fomething  to  keep  or 
to  get,  to  hope  or  to  fear,  from  the  favour  or  difpleafure  of  the 
Crown. 

The  worft  of  public  prodigality  is,  that  what  is  fquandered  is 
not  Amply  loft.  It  is  the  fource  of  much  pofitive  evil.  Thofe 
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who  are  negligent  ftewards  of  the  public  eftate  will  neglect  every 
thing  elfe.  It  introduces  a  fimilar  inaccuracy,  a  kindred  floven- 
linefs,  a  correfpondent  want  of  care,  and  a  want  of  forefight  into 
all  the  national  management.  What  is  worft  of  all,  it  foon 
furrounds  a  fupine  and  inattentive  Minifter  with  the  cfefigning, 
confident,  rapacious,  and  unprincipled  men  of  all  defcriptions. 
They  are  a  fort  of  animals,  fagacious  of  their  proper  prey  ;  and 
they  focn  drive  away  from  their  habitation  all  contrary  natures. 
A  prodigal  Minifter  is  not  only  not  faving,  but  he  cannot  be 
either  juft  or  liberal.  No  revenue  is  large  enough  to  provide 
both  for  the  meritorious  and  undeferving;  to  provide  for  fer- 
vice  which  is,  and  which  is  not  incurred. 

I  know  that  this  influence  is  thought  necefiary  for  government. 
Poflibly,  in  feme  degree,  it  may.  But  I  declare,  it  is  for  the 
fake  of  government,  for  the  fake  of  reftoring  to  it  that  reverence 
which  is  its  foundation,  that  I  wifh  to  reftrain  the  exorbitance 
of  its  influence.  Is  not  every  one  fenfible  how  much  that  influ¬ 
ence  is  raifed  ?  Is  not  every  one  fenfible  how  much  authority  js 
funk  ?  The  reafon  is  perfectly  evident.  Government  ought  to 
have  force  enough  for  its  functions ;  but  it  ought  to  have  no 
more.  It  ought  not  to  have  force  enough  to  fupport  itfelf  in  the 
negledt,  or  the  abufe  of  them.  If  it  has,  they  muft  be,  as  they 
are,  abufed  and  negleded.  Men  will  throw  themfelves  on  their 
power  for  a  juftification  of  their  want  of  order,  vigilance,  fore- 
fight,  and  all  the  virtues,  and  all  the  qualifications  of  a  ftatef- 
man.  .  The  minifter  may  exift,  but  the  government  is  yone. 

It  is  thus  that  you  fee  the  fame  men,  in  the  fame  power,  fit¬ 
ting  undifturbed  before  you,  though  thirteen  colonies  have  been 
loft.  It  is  thus  the  marine  of  France  and  Spain  has  quietly 
grown  and  profpered  under  their  eye,  and  been  foftered  by  their 
negledt.  It  is  thus  that  all  hope  of  alliance  in  Europe  is  aban¬ 
doned.  It  is  thus  that  three  of  our  Weft-India  iflands  have  been 
torn  from  us  in  a  fummer.  It  is  thus  the  moft  important  of  all, 
Jamaica,  ha^  been  neglebled,  and  all  enquiry  into  that  necIedf, 
this  day,  and  in  this  Houfe,  ftifled.  It  is  thus  Ireland  has-been 
brought  into  fuch  a  ftate  of  diftradlion,  that  no  one  dares  even  to 
difeuis  it ;  that  the  bill  relating  to  it,  though  making  great  and 
perplexing  changes,  is  fuch,  that  no  one  knows  what  to  fay,  or 
what  not  to  fay  upon  it.  Our  parliamentary  capacity  is  extin- 
guiftied  by  the  difficulty  of  our  fituation.  The  bill  has  been 
mumbled  over  with  rapidity;  and  it  paffes  in  the  ftlence  of  death. 
Had  government  any  degree  of  ftrength,  could  this  poflibly  have 
happened  ?  Could  the  moft  antient  prerogative  of  the  crown  with 
relation  to  the  moft  effential  obje&,  the  militia,  have  been  anni¬ 
hilated  with  fo  much  fcorn  as  it  has  been,  even  at  our  doors  ? 

Could 
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Could  his  Majefty  have  been  degraded  from  the  confidence  of  his 
people  of  Ireland  in  a  manner  fo  fignal,  and  fo  difgraceful,  that 
they  who  have  trufled  his  predeceffors  in  many  particulars  for  ever, 
and  in  all,  for  two  years,  fhould  have  contracted  their  confidence 
in  him  to  a  poor  {tinted  tenure  of  fix  months  ?  Could  the  govern¬ 
ment  of  this  country  have  been  thus  cafl  to  the  ground,  and  thus 
dafhed  to  pieces  in  its  fall,  if  the  influence  of  a  court  was  its  na¬ 
tural  and  proper  poife  ;  if  corruption  was  its  foundnefs ;  and  felf- 
intereft  had  the  virtue  to  keep  it  ere6t  and  firm  upon  its  bafe  ? 

I  will  not  fatigue  your  patience,  I  will  not  opprefs  your  hu¬ 
miliation  with  further  inftances  of  the  debility  and  contempt  of 
your  government.  The  inference  I  draw  from  the  whole  is  this, 
that  the  prefent  weaknefs  of  government  is  a  difeafe  of  repletion. 
The  vigour  of  the  limbs  is  gone,  becaufe  the  ftomach  has  been 
over-fed. 

I  have  been  clear  on  the  nature  of  this  difeafe,  and  on  the  fpe- 
cific  remedy  for  a  long  time.  1  however  kept  back  my  thoughts, 
partly  for  reafons  of  perfonal  want  of  importance,  partly  from  my 
own  difpofition.  I  am  not  naturally  an  ceconomift.  I  am  be- 
fides  cautious  of  experiment  even  to  timidity — and  I  have  been 
reproached  for  it.  But  times  alter  natures.  Befides,  I  never, 
till  lately,  faw  a  temper  in  the  leaft  favourable  to  reformation. 
There  is  now  a  dawning  of  hope.  I  trufted  that  a  Miniftry  might 
be  formed,  who  would  carry  fome  fuch  plan  into  effeCt  with  all 
the  powers  of  government ;  and  much  is  loft  in  not  poflefling  thofe 
powers  for  this  purpofe.  But  the  prefent  favourable  moment  is 
not  to  be  negleCted  ;  even  under  this  di [advantage,  great  as  it  is, 
and  as  I  feel  it  to  be. 

I  have  a  plan,  that  I  think  will  ferve  for  a  bafis  (it  is  no  more) 
for  public  ceconomy  and  reduction  of  influence.  I  have  commu¬ 
nicated  it  to  a  very  few  friends,  whofe  approbation  I  am  ftrengthen- 
ed  by  ;  and  I  will  communicate  it  to  more,  who  will  make  it  wor¬ 
thy  of  being  brought  into  parliament.  When  it  is  thus  matured, 
I  mean  to  propofe  it  to  the  confideration  of  the  Houfe,  as  foon 
after  the  Chriftmas  recefs  as  pcfiible. 

It  will  not  be  advifeable  at  this  time  to  open  all  the  particulars. 
Projectors  fee  no  difficulties  ;  and  critics  fee  nothing  elfe.  When 
any  new  propofitions  are  made,  unattended  by  their  explanations, 
their  qualifications,  and  a  full  ftating  of  their  grounds,  they  are 
very  liable  to  be  decried  ;  efpecially  where  men’s  interefts  are 
concerned  in  decrying  them. 

But  I  will  venture  to  ftate  the  end  and  objedi  I  aim  at,  though 
not  the  means,  I  will  ftate  too  the  limits  I  fix  to  myfelf  in  what  I 
fhall  propofe  to  the  Houfe. 


I  mean 
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I  mean  a  regulation,  fubftantial  as  far  as  it  goes.  It  will  give 
to  the  public  fervice,  two  hundred  thoufand  pounds  a  year.  It 
will  cut  off  a  quantity  of  influence  equal  to  the  places  of  fifty- 
members  of  parliament. 

I  rely  more  on  a  plan  for  removing  the  means  of  corruption, 
than  upon  any  devices  which  may  be  ufed  to  prevent  its  operation , 
where  thefe  men  are  buffered  to  exift.  Take  away  the  means  of 
influence  and  you  render  difqualifications  unneceffary.  Leave 
them  and  no  disqualification  can  ever  wholly  prevent  their  opera¬ 
tion  on  parliament. 

My  plan  ftands  in  the  way  of  no  other  reformation  :  but,  on 
the  contrary,  it  tends  exceedingly  to  forward  all  rational  attempts 
towards  that  great  end.  It  certainly  cannot  make  a  carelefs 
Minifter  an  ceconomift.  But  the  bell  Minifter  will  find  the  ufe 
of  it;  and  it  will  be  no  fmall  check  on  the  worft.  For  its  main 
purpofe  is  to  correct  the  prefent  prodigal  conjiitution  of  the  civil 
executive  government  of  this  kingdom ;  and  unlefs  this  be  done, 
I  am  fatisfied  no  Minifter  whatever  can  poflibly  introduce  the  beft 
ceconomy  into  the  adminijiration  of  it. 

As  to  my  limits ;  the  firit  is  found  in  the  rules  of  juftice.  And 

therefore,  I  do  not  propole  to  touch  what  any  private  man  holds 

bv  a  leo-al  tenure. 

*  *  „ 

The  lecond  is  in  the  rules  of  equity  and  mercy.  Where  offices 
may  be  fuppreffed,  which  form  the  whole  maintenance  of  inno¬ 
cent  people,  it  is  hard  (and  hardfhip  is  a  kind  of  injuftice)  that 
they  who  were  decoyed  into  particular  fituations  of  life,  by  our 
fault,  fhould  be  made  the  facrifice  of  our  penitence.  I  do  not 
mean  to  ftarve  fuch  people,  becaufe  we  have  been  prodigal  in  our 
eftablilhments.  The  removals  will  fall  almoft  wholly  on  thofe 
who  hold  offices  by  a  tenure,  in  which  they  are  liable  to  be,  and 
frequently  are,  removed  for  accommodating  the  arrangements  of 
Adminilfration  ;  and  furely  the  accommodation  of  the  public,  in 
a  great  cafe  like  this,  is  full  as  material  a  caufe  for  their  removal, 
as  the  convenience  of  any  Adminilfration,  or  the  difpleafure  of 
any  Minifter. 

The  third  fort  of  limits  are  to  be  found  in  the  fervice  of  the 
State.  No  one  employment  really  and  fubftantially  ufeful  to  the 
public,  and  which  may  not  verv  well  be  otherwife  fupplied,  is  to 
be  retrenched ;  or  to  be  diminifhed  in  its  lawful  and  accuftomed 
emoluments.  i  o  cut  off  fuch  fervice,  or  fuch  reward,  is  what, 

I  conceive,  neither  politic,  nor  rational  in  any  fenfe. 

The  fourth  of  my  limits,  is,  that  the  fund  for  the  reward  of 
fervice,  or  merit,  is  to  be  left  of  fufficient  folidity  for  its  probable 
purnofes.

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The  fifth,  that  the  Crown  fhall  be  left  an  ample  and  liberal 
orovifion  for  perfonal  fatisfaftion ;  and  for  as  much  of  magnifi¬ 
cence  as  is  fuitable  with  the  burthened  ftate  of  this  country ;  per¬ 
haps,’ fome  may  think  what  I  fliall  propofe  to  leave,  to  be  more 

ithan  is  decent.  .  .  .  ,  . 

I  propofe  the  idea  with  the  properties,  and  with  the  qualihca- 

tions  I  have  now  expreffed.  However  prefumptuous  my  attempt 

may  appear,  it  is  made  with  an  humble  and  honeft  intention,  an 

I  will  fpare  no  pains  to  digeft  and  ripen  it.  I  truft  it  will  give 

confidence  to  the  people,  and  ftrength  to  government ,  that  it 

will  make  our  ftate  of  war  vigorous ;  and  our  ftate  of  peace  and 

repofe  really  refrefhing  and  recruiting. 

Lord  John  Cavendijh  fpoke  after  Mr.  Burke  as  follows : 

My  honourable  friend  made  me  acquainted  with  his  intended 

propofal  before  he  gave  notice  of  it  in  the  Houft.  I  allured  him 
I  much  approved  of  it,  and  wifhed  it  all  poffible  fuccefs,  b 
that  I  doubted  whether  Parliament  had  virtue  enough  at  this  tune 
to  brino-  fo  right  a  meafure  to  perfeaion.  I  likewife  told  , 
I  was  convinced  that  fome  plan  of  this  kind  was  e*Pe&ed 
us.  The  preffure  of  new  taxes,  and  the  decline  of  trade  and  ot 
rents  has  turned  the  thoughts  of  many  perfons  towards  this 
obieft  ;  as  a  proof  of  what  I  fay,  I  have  a  letter  from  a  gent  e- 
man  of  fortune  and  charafter,  to  whom  I  am 
known.  His  letter  fays,  that  from  the  Prefefn‘  f ^ 
expedited  new  burthens,  many  gentlemen  are  of  °Pini0"’  *ha' 
becomes  them  to  make  fome  application  to  Paril,a"^%*li  ^  |. 

has  more  particularly  occurred  to  them  is,  to ■  addrefs 
toennuire  into  the  public  revenues,  to  retrench  ufelefs  offices,  and 
o  g"ve  only  proper  falaries  to  thofe  which  are  neceffary.  It  may 
nerhans  be  fuppofed,  that  this  idea,  which  correfponds  lo 
exadtly  ’with  thofe  of  my  honourable  friend,  was  tranfmitted 
into  the  country  by  him  or  fome  perfon  acquainted  with  his  plan. 

To  contradia  ayn/belief  of  that  fort  I  can  afture  the  Houfc, 

that  the  letter  is  dated  the  29th  of  November ;  that  is  to  lay, 
before  either  I  or  any  body  elfe  was  acquainted  with  my  honour- 
abll  ftiend’s  intention  }  fo  that  this  concurrence  does  not  ar.fe 
from  any  previous  concert,  but  it  happens,  becaufe  the  nation 
diftrefle  J  fuggeft  the  fame  fentiments  to  every  man  s  mind,  an 

P°Mr°Ullitme  rm/'confcience  I  am  perfuaded,  that  the 
influence  ofthe  Crown  is  the  true  caufe  of  the  m  1^hiehvou^°ftri1^ 
the  deftrudtive  progrefs,  the  abfurd  condua, 
mofecution,  w  thout  view  or  hope,  of  this  curfed  Am. 
war;  which  is  now  univerfally  felt,  and  general  yacknoWledg  d, 

as  itfelf  the  caufe  of  all  the  other  mtsfortunes  of  Great  Br.tam, 
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and  principally  of  the  prefent  naval  greatnefs  of  the  Houfe  of 
Bourbon. 

I  am  as  heartily  convinced,  that  the  king’s  intereft  is  as  much 
affected  by  it  as  that  of  the  fubjedt.  If  it  continues,  and  goes  on 
as  it  has  done,  I  vow  to  God,  I  do  not  think  his  Majefty  will 
fit  fecurely  on  his  throne. 

I  am  bound  to  remove  this  evil,  as  I  cordially  love  my  Sove¬ 
reign,  I  think  myfelf  bound  to  it  by  my  faith,  by  my  allegiance, 
bv  the  facred  oath  I  have  taken  to  his  Majefty.  By  that  facred 
bond  and  indifpenfible  obligation,  I  am  compelled  to  do  every 
thing  I  can  to  iecure  the  {lability  of  his  throne.  This  influence 
{hakes  it;  it  may  fubvert  it;  and  nothing  can  be  undertaken 
more  worthy  of  a  good  fubjedt,  than  to  remove  in  time,  this 
means  of  mifchief  and  danger  to  the  king. 

I  therefore  thank  my  honourable  friend  for  his  intentions. 
They  are  worthy  of  his  public  fpirit, — they  would  do  honour  to 
any  man  ;  and  the  bufinefs  cannot  be  in  more  proper  hands.  I 
know  his  induftry ;  and  the  rank  he  holds,  as  reprefentative  of 
the  fecond  city  of  the  kingdom,  makes  him  one  of  the  mo  ft  pro¬ 
per  perfons  to  introduce  his  defign  with  authority. 

Mr.  Fox  laid,  I  cannot  prevail  on  myfelf  to  be  entirely  filent 
upon  fuch  an  occafton  as  this.  I  fhall,  however,  trouble  you 
with  but  a  few  words. 

I  have  fome  knowledge  of  the  plan  of  my  honourable  friend  ; 
and,  in  general,  it  has  my  hearty  approbation.  I  thank  him  for 
the  pains  he  has  taken  for  the  public  fervice  ;  I  thank  him  as 
much  for  his  endeavours  to  vindicate  the  honour  of  this  Houfe. 
I  am  juft  come  from  another  place,  where  the  firft  men  in  the 
kingdom,  the  firft  in  abilities,  the  firft  in  eftimation,  are  now 
libelling  this  Houfe.  Every  inftance  they  give  (and  they  give 
many  and  ftrong  inftances )  of  uncorredted  abufe,  v/ith  regard  to 
public  money,  is  a  libel  on  this  Houfe  ;  every  argument  they  ufe 
for  the  redudtion  of  prodigal  expence  (and  their  arguments  are 
various  and  unanfwerable)  is  a  libel  on  this  Houfe.  Every  thing 
they  ftate  on  the  luxuriant  growth  of  corrupt  influence  (and  it 
never  was  half  fo  flourifhing)  is  a  libel  on  this  Eloufe. 

But  this  Houfe  will  be  brought,  by  proper  means,  to  wipe  off 
all  thefe  imputations.  The  people  for  a  long  time  have  been 
flow  and  torpid.  The  noble  Lord  on  the  floor  doubts  whether 
they  have  virtue  enough  to  go  through  with  the  plan  of  reform¬ 
ation,  which  my  honourable  friend  has  to  propofe.  But  the 
virtue  of  necejfity  will  animate  them  at  iaft ;  and  through  them 
will  it  animate  and  correct  this  Houfe.  The  virtue  of  necejfity 
(fare  in  its  principle,  and  irrefiftibie  in  its  operation;  is  an 
effectual  reformer.  It  awakens  late ;  but  it  calls  up  many  other 

virtues

virtues  to  its  aid  ;  and  their  joint  exertion  will  infallibly  bear 
down  the  greateft  force,  and  will  infallibly  diffipate  the  ftrongeft 
combination  that  corrupt  men  have  ever  formed,  or  can  ever 
form  againil  them. 

There  .is  amongft  us  but  one  mind  upon  the  fubjedl.  I  hope 
and  truft,  that  no  man,  or  defcription  of  men,  none  who  look 
to  the  public,  none  who  wifti  the  public  ever  to  look  up  to  them, 
will  be  fo  loft  to  all  fenfe  of  their  own  reputation,  and  to  all 
difcernment  of  their  own  true  intereft,  as  at  any  time,  upon  any 
terms,  or  upon  any  pretences,  to  accept  of  the  management  of 
the  ftate,  without  fecuring  the  execution  of  the  plan  of  my 
honourable  friend  ;  or  of  one  fimilar  to  it. 

If  they  lhould  do  otherwife  ;  let  them  come  into  office  with 
what  intentions  they  may,  they  will  fmk  in  character,  fafter 
than  they  can  rife  in  power.  That  very  influence,  which  they 
are  prevailed  upon  to  cherifh  as  their  means  of  ftrength,  will 
become  the  fource  of  their  weaknefs.  They  will  find,  that  the 
influence  is  not  at  their  difpofal.  They  will  find  every  good 
defign  which  they  may  form,  traverfed  and  fruftrated.  This 
influence  will  even  appear  in  avowed  oppofition  to  them.  It  will 
be  firft  employed  to  embarrafs,  and  at  length  to  deftroy  them. 
Whoever  wifhes  for  ability  to  ferve  their  country,  muft  get  rid 
of  that  kind  of  inftrument. 

My  honourable  friend  on  the  floor  (Mr.  Dempfter)  fays  well, 
that  his  duty  and  allegiance  to  the  King  are  ftrong  motives  with 
him,  for  wifhing  fuccefs  to  this  propofition.  Certainly  they 
muft  be  fo  to  every  good  fubjedt.  Can  the  King  poffibly  enjoy 
the  affedfion  and  confidence  of  his  people,  when  his  intereft  is 
wholly  difiociated  from  theirs,  and  put  upon  a  bottom  perfedfly 
feparate  ?  It  is  but  one  and  the  fame  principle  which  cements 
friendfhip  between  man  and  man  in  fociety,  and  which  promotes 
affedfion  between  King  and  fubjedl :  namely,  that  they  fhare  but 
one  fortune ;  that  they  flourifh  by  the  fame  profperity,  and  are 
equal  fufFerers  under  the  fame  diftrefs — that  the  calamity  of  the 
people  is  the  depreffion  of  the  Prince.  On  any  other  terms,  there 
can  be  no  fympathy  between  men  in  any  relation  of  life.  Can 
anv  thing  be  more  unfeemly,  more  fit  to  feparate  his  Majefty  from 
his  people,  and  to  alienate  his  people  from  him,  than  to  find,  that 
when  the  landed  efiates  are  funk  one  fifth  in  value ;  when  their 
rents  remain  unpaid ;  when  manufadturers  languifh,  and  trade 
expires  ;  and  in  that  condition,  burthen  upon  burthen  is  piled 
upon  the  fainting  people  ;  when  men  of  all  ranks  are  obliged  to 
retrench  the  mo  ft  innocent  luxuries,  and  even  fuch  as  were  rather 
grown  by  habit  into  a  kind  of  decent  convenience,  and  to  draw 
themfelves  up.into  the  limits  of  an  auftere  and  pinching  oeconomy, 

that 
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that  juft  the  beginning  of  that  time  fhould  be  chofen  ;  that  a 
period  of  fuch  general  diftrefs  fhould  be  fnatched  at  as  the  lucky 
moment  for  complimenting  the  Crown  with  an  addition  of  no  lefs 
than  ioo, cool,  a  year.  That  the  King  fhould  rife  in  fplendour 
upon  the  very  ruins  of  the  country;  and  amidft  its  deflations 
fhould  flourifh  with  increafed  opulence  amidft  the  cries  of  his 
afflidfed  fubjedts.  It  is  fomething  monftrous,  fomething  unnatu¬ 
ral  :  an  outrage  to  the  fenfe  ;  an  infult  on  the  fufferings  of  the 
nation. 

I  hope,  therefore,  for  the  fake  of  the  public,  for  the  fake  of 
all  public  men,  for  the  fake  of  the  Crown,  and  for  the  fake  of 
the  King,  that  my  honourable  friend  will  add  perfeverance  to 
the  diligence  he  has  already  employed  in  his  plan  for  leffenino- 
the  public  expences,  and  reducing  the  ruinous  influence  of  the 
Crown,  and  that  no  time  after  the  holidays  will  be  loft  in  pro¬ 
ducing  it.  He  has  my  hearty  approbation,  and  will  have  my 
warmeft  fupport. 

Mr.  Gilbert  expreffed  the  warmeft  approbation  of  Mr.  Burke’s 
propofitions,  and  faid,  that  if  he  had  not  got  the  ftart  of  him, 
he  propofed  to  do  fomething  of  the  fame  kind  himfelf. 

In  the  courfe  of  the  day,  Mr.  Barr'e  took  an  opportunity  to  ex- 
prefs  a  very  warm  and  manly  indignation  at  the  contemptuous 
manner  in  which  the  Minifter  had  received  a  proportion  of  fuch 
importance,  and  to  which  all  the  reft  of  the  Houfe  had  paid  un¬ 
common  attention.  This  gentleman,  with  very  great  perfonal 
civilities  to  Mr.  Burke,  expreffed  the  ftrongeft  fatisfadlion  that  a 
bufinefs  of  that  magnitude  and  confequence  fhould  be  in  fuch 
hands.  Not  having  as  yet  received  a  communication  of  the  par¬ 
ticulars  of  the  plan,  he  could  not  exprefs  approbation  or  difaporo- 
bation  of  thofe  particulars  ;  but,  in  general,  he  was  rejoiced  to 
hear  of  a  plan  of  public  ceconomy ;  and  he  hoped  fuch  apian 
would  be  large  and  comprehenfive  ;  fo  as  not  only  to  infure  a  juft 
ceconomy  in  that  expenditure  of  public  money,  but  that  it  would 
effectually  provide  a  remedy  for  the  abufes  that  exift,  and  are  al¬ 
lowed  on  all  hands  to  exift,  in  the  prefent  mode  of  accountin'?  for 
the  receipt  and  difburfements  of  public  money.

PROCEEDINGS  of  the  COUNTY  MEETING  at  YORK. 

Thurfday,  30th  December ,  1 779. 

AT  a  very  numerous  and  moll  refpeftabie  Meeting  of  the  Nobili¬ 
ty,  Gentlemen,  Clergy,  and  Freeholders  of  this  County,  at  the 
AlTembly-Room,  this  Day,  purluant  to  an  Advertifement  for  that  Pur- 

poie. 
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pofe,  William  Chaloner,  Efq.  of  Guilbrough,  was  called  to  the  Chair, 
from  which  he  addreffed  the  Company  in  a  very  polite  Speech,  thank¬ 
ing  them  for  the  Honour  conferred  upon  him,  and  defiring  their  Can¬ 
dour  and  Indulgence. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Wyvill  opened  the  Bufinefs  by  informing  the  Com¬ 
pany,  that  the  Idea  of  calling  the  County  together  originated  from  a 
Set  of  private  Gentlemen  in  the  North  Riding,  totally  diverted  of  Party, 
in  order  to  obviate  an  Inrtnuation  that  it  fprung  from  the  Marquis  of 
Rockingham,  a  Nobleman,  for  whom  tho’  he  had  the  higheft  Regard, 
he  thought  it  neceffary,  on  this  Occarton,  to  hold  out  as  by  no  Means 
a  Mover  in  this  Bufinefs,  which  actually  fprung  from  neither  him  or 
any  other  Lord  or  Member  of  Parliament  whatever.  After  dating  the 
National  Calamity,  Debt,  &c.  he  then  moved  that  the  following  Peti¬ 
tion,  which  he  read  twice,  fhould  be  prefented  to  the  Houfe  of  Com¬ 
mons. 

The  Petition  was  then  read,  and  the  Refolutions  being  feverally  pro- 
pofed,  were  agreed  to  in  the  Manner  fpecified  below. 

To  the  Honourable  the  Commons  of  Great  Britain,  in  Parliament 

affembled. 

The  Petition  of  the  Gentlemen,  Clergy,  and  Freeholders  of  the 

County  of  York, 

Sbenueth, 


THAT  this  Nation  hath  been  engaged  for  feveral  Years  in  a  molt 
expenfive  and  unfortunate  War  ;  that  many  of  our  valuable  Co¬ 
lonies,  having  actually  declared  themfelves  independent,  have  formed  a 
ItriCt  Confederacy  with  France  and  Spain,  the  dangerous  and  inveterate 
Enemies  of  Great  Britain  ;  that  the  Confequence  of  thefe  combined  Mif- 
fortunes  hath  been  a  large  Addition  to  the  National  Debt ;  a  heavy 
Accumulation  of  Taxes  ;  a  rapid  Decline  of  the  Trade,  Manufactures, 
and  Land-Rents  of  the  Kingdom. 

Alarmed  at  the  diminifhed  Refources  and  growing  Burthens  of  this 
Country,  and  convinced  that  rigid  Frugality  is  now  indifpenfibly  ne- 
celfary  in  every  Department  of  the  State,  your  Petitioners  obferve  with 
Grief,  that,  notwithftanding  the  calamitous  and  impoveri (lied  Conditi¬ 
on  of  the  Nation,  much  public  Money  ,has  been  improvidently  fquan- 
dered,  and  that  many  Individuals  enjoy  finecurc  Places,  efficient  Places 
with  exorbitant  Emoluments,  and  Penfions  unmerited  by  public  Ser¬ 
vice,  to  a  large  and  itill  increafing  Amount;  whence  the  Crown  has 
acquired  a  great  and  unconrtitutional  Influence,  which,  if  not  check’d, 
may  foon  prove  fatal  to  the  Liberties  of  this  Country. 

Your  Petitioners  conceiving  that  the  true  End  of  every  legitimate 
Government  is  not  the  Emolument  of  any  Individual ,  but  the  Welfare 
of  the  Community  ;  and  confidering  that,  by  the  Conftitution  of  this 
Realm,  the  National  Purfe  is  intruded  in  a  peculiar  Manner  to  the 
Curtody  of  this  Honourable  Houfe,  beg  Leave  farther  toreprefent,  that 
until  effectual  Meafures  be  taken  to  redrefs  the  oppreflive  Grievances
